Usury. 


The telegrap’ tells us that the Memphis 
Convention have recommended the South- 
ern States to repeal the usury statute. — 

This movement is based upon the fact 
that we need money, and must put no re- 
strictions upon its coming to us; and that 
it is better to have money at high interes: 
to develop the country, than not to have it 
at all. 

There is an old-fashioned prejudice 
against it, that is very sturdy and stubborn. 
Hatred of usury has been a mutter of relig- 
ious faith with our people. Without ex- 
actly understanding how, it has been 
broadly regarded as a weapon of evil, and 
an institution of Satan. A holy horror has 
invested it,that is so remote as to be tradi- 
tional. This view has been accepted so 
long as orthodox, that it has not even been 
necessary to show its reason. 

But latteriy public sentiment has very 
materially changed on the subject. Before 
the war, a few faint attempts were made to 
change the prevailing sentiment, but as ev- 
erybody had money, and the innovation 
was sounded mostly by money lenders,who 
did it to extend their capacities for tleec- 
ing, the reform made no progress. 

Since the war, the matter has been 
strengly mooted. Nobody has had any 
money, and everybody has wanted it at 
any price. The general need and the cleg 
that the usury law put upon borrowing, 
have awakened the people and set them to 
deep rumination. The absolute pecuniary 
helplessness, connected with the immense 
benefits that even a little money could ac- 
complish, have revolutionized opinion; 
and finally the ablest and best men are now 
found arrayed in strong antagonism to the 
old law, and in ardent advocacy of a re- 
peal. 

And the fact that a body, like this Con- 
vention, composed of good representative 
men from every State in the South, 
should, without opposition and unani- 
mously, recommend the death of the 
usury law, is an evidence of what headway 
the innovation has made and is making. 
It sounds a dark knell to the old idea. It 
roots up oneof the most tenacious of old 
notions. It shows the steady march of 
change and progress. 

Legislate as you will, in these times, you 
cannot keep money from being a matter of 
barter and trade. 

If there is less of it than the country 
needs, and more property than money, the 
two will change places, and property be- 
come the currency, and money the article 
of trade. Money is like every thing else, 
it is worth what it will bring. Tosay that 
a man can buy a horse, and then sell him 
for fifty per cent. profit right away, but 
that he shall not do the same with money, 
which is property, seems inconsistent. 
Money should seek its level likeeverything 
else. = i | | 

If the road were opened, more money 
would come in to get the handsome pre- 
mium that it is worth,and this very influx 
of capital would lower the interest by in- 

creasing the fund seeking borrowers. 

As it is now, men who have money are 
afraid to loan it because, not only can the 
usury be stricken off, but the principal, 
and legal inierest can be withheld until the 
tedious delays of the law shall force pay- 
ment. The risk locks up the dollars. 

Many practical arguments like these are 
used by the anti-usyry champions for 
repealing the restriction upon the free use 
of money. 

They will succeed however. Like the 
movement in regard to the separate prop- 
erty of wives, it may hang fire awhile, but 
the growing practicalism of the day will 
inevitably force the experiment to success.
